Drawings

even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing 
should not be labeled as "amended."

4. Claim 9 is objected to because of the following informalities: In claim 9, line 3, "7" 
should be —8—. Appropriate correction is required. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
5. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claim 7 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply with the 
enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not described in the 
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specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which 
it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. 

An embodiment of "splitting ... transforming the first horizontal ... transforming the first 
vertical . . . combining ... the second video signal" as claimed in claim 7 in combination with 
limitations of claim 1 is not disclosed in the specification. The specification never discloses an 
embodiment having limitations of claim 1 in combination with limitations of claim 7. Therefore, 
applicant must clarify the above matter. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
6. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1, 2, 4 and 8-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by DE 
2418747A. 

As to claims 1, 2 and 4, DE 2418747A discloses the claimed subject matter, the claimed 
band-splitting the first video signal is met by filters 11,13 (fig. 6), the claimed transforming the 
first high- frequent signal is met by the gamma circuit 14 (fig. 6), the claimed transforming the 
first low-frequent signal is met by the gamma circuit 12 (fig. 6) and the claimed combining is 
met by the composition D (fig. 6) (see Figs. 6, 7, page 7 line 15-page 8 line 6). 

As to claims 8, 10 and 1 1, DE 24 18747 A discloses the claimed subject matter, the 
claimed band-split filter is met by filters 11,13 (fig. 6), the claimed first pixel value

transformation unit is met by the gamma circuit 14 (fig. 6), the claimed second pixel value 
transformation unit is met by the gamma circuit 12 (fig. 6) and the claimed combining unit is met 
by the point D (fig. 6) (see Figs. 1 , 6, 7, page 7 line 1 5-page 8 line 6). 

As to claims 9 and 12, the claimed limitations are disclosed by DE 2418747 A (Figs. 1, 6, 
7, page 5 lines 1 1-24, page 7 line 15-page 8 line 6). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

7. Claims 3, 5 and 6 objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim 
and any intervening claims. 

Conclusion 

8. Applicant is informed that claims 1, 4 and 8 are also anticipated by JP 2001 024907 and 
claims 1 and 8 are also anticipated by EP 0605212 and EP 0757477. The examiner did not apply 
any additional rejections to so as not to be exhaustive and repetitive. 

9. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicants 
disclosure. 

Stessen (70501 14) discloses a picture signal contrast control. 
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Bell (5162902) shows a non-linear luminance signal processor responsive to average 
picture level (APL) of displayed image.
